SUIT CHARGES 
HIDDEN ROMANCE 
OF HENRY FIELD 


Girl Asks $100,000 for 
Self and Baby; Says 
She Got $50,000. 


A romance in the life of the late 
Henry Field, grandson of Marshall 
Field, an alleged infatuation with a 
chorus girl, their association for nearly 
two years, the birth of a son, comprise 
the substance of a deposition filed in 
the Superior court yesterday in a suit 
to construe the will of the grandfather. 
The whole affair is alleged to have 
taken place in the years before Henry 
Field was married. 


The story is told in the testimony of" 


Peggy Marsh of New York City, an 
American girl, now 25 years old, who 
formerly played in musical comedy in 
London and who sets forth her rela- 
tions with young Field. 


Makes a Formal Claim. 

According to the Marsh girl's story, 
she received from young Field prior 
to his death in July, 1917, at least 
$50,000 in cash and presents. He is 
further said to have signed an agree- 
ment to pay her $100,000 for the sup- 
port of herself and their child. 

A formal claim for this amount was 
filed several months ago in the Pro- 
bate court against young Field’s es- 
tate. On behalf of the Field family it 
is intimated that there is blackmail in 
the suit. 

* But that the Field family intends to 
carry out Henry's alleged agreement 
with Mrs. Marsh, as she calls herself, 
is suggested by her testimony that 

since his death she had received $500 a 
month from Marshall Field III., who is 
now in France, a captain in the United 
States army. 

_ Represented by E. F. Dunne. 

In the action in the Probate court 
Mrs. Marsh was represented by former 
Gov. Edward F. Dunne, who is out of 
the city. The guardian for Henry An- 
tony Marsh is Attorney Edward F. 
Dunne Jr., who appeared in New York 
at the taking of the deposition. 

“We feel that Mrs. Marsh has a per- 
fectly legitimate claim, as is furthér 
shown by the fact that it is recog- 
nized by young Field’s family, but we 
do not wish any publicity in the mat- 
ter,” said the younger Dunne. He de- 
clined to discuss the case other than 
to say that the entire story is told in 
the deposition. 

Her Deposition Taken. 

The deposition of Mrs. Marsh was 
taken a few days ago in the New York 
City office of Attorney Delancey Ni- 
coll, representing the trustees of the 
elder Marshall Field's estate, who are 
defendants in a friendly action by his 
grandson, Marshall, and granddaugh- 
ter, Gwendolyn, to eonstrue the mer- 
chant’s will. 

The suit filed in the Superior court 
by Marshall Field III. and Miss Gwen- 
dolyn Field asked the construction of 
certain portions of their grandfather's 
in view of the death of their 
brother, which was before he became 
entitled to share in the vast estate. 
The defendants to the friendly action 
are the Illinois Trust and Savings 
bank, Chauneey B. Keep, and Arthur 
B: Jones, trustees of the estate.

GAIN HIGH MARK 


Officers Return with 
Tributes to Valor 
: in Battles. 


BY C. V. JULIAN. 

} New York, Jan. 80.—[Special.]— 
Only three divisions among all those 
which comprised the American expe- 
ditionary forees made better records 
on the battlefields of France and Flan- 
ders—in the records of the army—than 
did the Thirty-third division, composed 
entirely of former Illinois National 
guard regiments. This was the asser- 
tion of Chicago officers who arrived 
here tonight on the transport Mongo- 
lia. 

The three divisions which made bet- 
ter records than did the Illinois guards- 
men were the First, Second, and Third. 
The First is made up entirely of reg- 
ulars. The Second is made up of the 
Fifth and Sixth marines and regulars,

Points are judged on the numbh<r of 
prisoners captured, the number of ar- 
tillery pieces and machine guns cap- 
tured, and the amount of territory 
taken from the enemy. 

Captured 3,922 Prisoners. 

The Thirty-third, or Illinois, division 
captured 3,922 German soldiers and 
sixty-fiVe German officers, captured 
ninety-three pieces of German artil- 
lery and 414 boche machine guns, and 
advanced a total of thirty-six kilome- 
ters through the enemy lines. 

The division occupied the Verdun 
front for one month during the final 
drive.

He was wounded 
in the left thigh in the Argonne. 

The officers said that the First bat- 
talion of the One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth, formerly the Third and Fourth 
Illinois National Guards, was prac- 
tically wiped out in a battle in the Ar- 
gonne at what the doughboys called 
“Whizbang hill.”

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1,500 PRISONERS

Leavenworth, Kas., Jan. 30.—More 
than 1,500 of the 3,570 prisoners in the 
United States disciplinary barracks, 
where fire last night destroyed a quar- 
termaster storehouse, with a loss esti- 
mated at more than $100,000, refused 
to leave their cells today or to perform 
any labor.

Uncle Sam Lags as Britis 
Work to Restore World Trade

LONDON, Jan.

‘on a normal basis, is based on the 
starting of the currents of trade run- 
ning in both old and new channels. 

Before either domestic or foreign 
commerce can really get under way 
‘the tremendous problems of turning all 
‘the wheels of industry from war to 
peace production must be solved. Chief 
of these is the job of settling and satis- 
| fying labor. Labor disturbances in 
‘the Eritish empire are menacing and 
affect not only thése islands, but India, 
i where 150,000 cotton mill employes are 
on strike, and Australia, where a 
strong effort is being made to unite all 
the labor unions into one great domi- 
nating and single headed body. 


Conscription to Stay. 


The situation is complicated by the 
fact that the war cabinet in Paris has 
decided that it is impossible to carry 
out the promise to do away with con- 
‘scription and depend on volunteers to 
'fill the army of occupation. A brief 
‘trial showed the impossibility of getting 
| anything like the 900,000 soldiers need- 

ed by the volunteer system. Therefore, 
nearly a million younger men must be 
| ane in the ranks by conscription. To 
solve the bitter pill, large increases in 
the army pay will be made, so that the 
British private soldier in the new 
armies can count on $5.26 a week and 
“all found.” 

Meanwhile the British government 
has taken all possible steps to help 
their great international merchants to 
get into their stride again. Several 
weeks ago it was announced that all 
the merchant ships now building for 
the government had been taken Over at 
a ...ed price by Lord Inchcape and a 
few associates.

Release Ships March 1. . 


It also has been announced that on 
March 1 the government will give up 
all control over the British merchant 
\shipping. This action will not only re- 
lease the enormous merchant fleet of 
_Great Britain already in existence, for 
_private trade, and adventure, but will 
_add several hundred big vessels as rap- 
idly as they can be completed. 

This policy ‘is in strong contrast with 
that of the United States shipping 
board which has now nearly 3,000 ships 
on the stocks and which has, so far as 
I can learn, done nothing to assure 
shipping men when, if ever, they can 
expect a free hand in buying them.

CUT OCEAN RATE 
TO EUROPE FROM 
SOUTH ATLANTIC 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—Sweep.- 
ing reductions in transatlantic freight 
rates on commodities carried from 
south Atlantic and gulf ports to the 
United Kingdom, France, Holland, and 
Italy in American bottoms were an- 
nounced tonight by the shipping board. 
The board made it clear thatthe rates 
announced Monday applied only to 


ports. 

The new rates announced for south 
Atlantic ports are from 10 to 12 cents 
higher than those for north Atlantic 
ports, while the differential for gulf 
ports is from 15 to 25 cents. 

The new rates made public tonight

United Kingdom, $1.07%% per , 100 
pounds, or 64 cents per cubic foot: 
Rotterdam, Antwerp, Havre, and Bor- 
deaux, $1.36, or 70 cents;. Marseilles, 
Cette, Genoa, and Naples, $1.72, ar 91 
cents. Gulf ports to Unitéd’ Kinghom, 
$1.15, or 57% cents; Havre, Bordeaux, 
Rotterdam, and “Antwerp, $1.45, or 75 
cents, and Marseilles, Cette, Genoa, 
and Naples, $1.85, or 98 cents. 

It was announced that the fixed rate

U. S. WAR EXPENSES 
DO NOT YET SHOW 
MUCH DIMINUTION 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 30.— 
Although nearly three months 
have passed since the sign- 
ing of the armistice, the 

Americam governmen’t war expenses 
show no signs of decreasing material- 
ly, except in loans. 


In January the treasury paid’ out 
about $1,600,000,000 for ordinary war 
expenses, exclusive of allied loans, +or 
only $70,000,00) less than in December, 
$55,000,000 less than in November, and 
considerably more than in any month: 
theretofore. 


Officials explained that this was not 
an indication that production of war 
materials was continuing at the tre- 
mendous rate of several months ago. 
Manufacturers now are presenting 
their bills and receiving paymert for 
materials delivered long ago, however, 
and this keeps up expenses. The liqui- 
dation of war contracts, to bé given 
added impetus after passage of pund- 
ing legislation, providing for vulida- 
tion of informal orders, is expected to 
be a new source of high outlays for 
the next month or two. 

The government’s aggregate ex- 
penses in the twenty-two months of 
war have been $26,356,000,000. This 
includes $7,875,000,000 loaned to allies. 
Latest unofficial reports place at $40. 
640,000,000 the cost of the war to Great 
Britain, including 
to her allies.

Griffin Works Hard.

CABINET LABOR 
OFFICIAL URGES 
PROMPT RELIEF 


Wilson Says Legislation 
ls Needed for Un- 
employed. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—([Spe- 
cial.]—Secretary Wilson of the depart- 
ment of labor today strongly urged the 
immediate enactment of legislation by 
congress to forestall any danger of un- 
employment, with thousands of men 
walking the streets, during the next 
five or six months, or until industries 
in this country resume their normal 
condition. 

He appeared before a joint meeting 
of senate and house labor commit- 
tees, particularly to discuss the Ken- 
yon bill to provide a United States 
emergency public works board with 
$100,000,000 to prosecute needed federal 
public works without delay in order to 
give employment to demobilized sol- 
diers and war munition workers. 

The secretary gave his approval to 
the measure, suggesting some minor 
amendments. The Kenyon Dill also 
authorizes the war finance corporation 
to lend up to $300,000,000 at 5 per 
cent interest for not longer than ten 
years to states and municipalities to 
carry on public works. 


Serious Despite Prosperity. 

Secretary Wilson emphasized the | 
fact that he did not wish to appear 
as an alarmist. He predicted that for 
the next eight or ten years the United 
States would be industrially prosperous 
as never before. 

But until normal conditions have 
returned, he said, it is very neces- 
sary that there be a “buffer, or 
reservoir,” to provide employment for 
the hundreds of thousands of men 
being returned to ordinary pursuits 
from the army and munition factories. 
He aaid records of the labor depart- 
ment show that from the signing of 
the armistice until this week, the un- 
employed in between fifty and sixty 
cities had increased to 262,000. These 
figures in themselves, he said, were not 
alarming, but the fact that they are 
ever increasing makes it necessary to 
give attention. 


Hints at Need of Armed Force. 


Secretary Wilson discussed the I. W. 
W.s in this country and others of 
their kind, who are intent upon using 
force to bring about an economic revo- 
lution. The department of labor, he 
said, has combatted the teachings of 
the I. W. W. during the war success- 
fully. But if after the war there 
should be widespread unemployment in 
the United States there will be trouble, 
he predicted. He indicated that these 
disturbances might have to be put 
down by force. 

He said there is a disposition on the 
part of manufacturers and other pro- 
ducers not to resume pre-war indus- 
tries on.a post-war basis.

THE BRITISH EMBARGO. 

“Tt is not strange,” says the war trade board, 
commenting on the British import restrictions, 
“that Great Britain should today wish to make 
every legitimate effort to keep her commercial and 
economic status from falling into chaos.” 

On the contrary, the strange thing would be for | 
a great nation to neglect any means of protecting 
its own interest. Great Britain decides that its in- 
dustries must be protected against American com- 
‘petition, and unless we deny the principle of na- 
tionality we really cannot raise the question of 
‘ustification—at least, we cannot raise it as a 
moral issue. The embargo represents an accom- 
lished fact. We may object to it from the stand- 
doint of our own ‘self-interest, but we must recog- 
nize that the objection is based on our national in- 
‘erest. 

it is generally assumed that the war has left 
({reat Britain and America as the two most power- 
‘u! nations of the world. A trade war would prob- 

‘ involve these nations as the principal antag- 
nists. We are already hearing of an ocean rate 
war between British steamship companfes and the 
Jnited States shipping board. This rivalry its, of 
rouree, entirely friendly as far as international rela- 
‘fons are concerned, but we must realize that it is 
‘ivalry and that it is not child’s play. 

If we decide to maintain a large merchant marine 
‘t may be necessary some time to inquire whether 
‘sreat Britain really does rule the seas. British 
tradition does net permit the rise of a great and 
yotentially hostile sea power, and while we know 
that Britain has no more desire to enter into a 
conflict with us than America has to test British 
Supremacy on the seas, nevertheless we can per- 
ceive that a trade war involves the elements of dis- 
cord, 

If, for example, Great Britain undertook to flood 
this country with food products at prices below the 
cost of production on-our own farms, then the 
farmers would be disposed to do something more 
than protest. They would doubtless show an incli- 
nation towards universal military training. 

If we are to engage in a trade war we must like- 
wise maintain our national] strength or else expect 
to be hopelessly beaten. A trade war is essentially 
a conflict between the special interests of two or 
more nationalities, and the strong are quite nat- 
urally inclined to make rules for the weak.

PROFITS OF CIVIC BEAUTY, 

Chicago’s plan for beautification is going to cost 
a lot of money. But the cost is going to remain 
“squarely in the property that is most directly 
benefited and it is going to enhance indirectly 

the value of all Chicago interests. Improved 
property is not alone improved in appearance: it ig 
improved in price. So if there be those who feel 
some impu'se to draw away from the movement 
to beautify Chicago because of the cost let them 
take new counsel; for every dollar expended two 
will come back. 

It is expensive to widen streets. But rich are 

the returns in the more direct movement of 
trafic; the desirability of owning property is in- 
creased and the neighborhood served ‘by an im- 
proved street is immediately lifted out of the rut 
of the commonplace. 
Railroads have found that improved terminal 
properties readily meet response from the public. 
e perfectly appointed hotel is the one that 
pevitably will attract to its doors the greatest 
patronage of discriminating persons. The mer. 
Ghnant who provides his customers with the most 
conveniences for shopping usually is the most 
sought out. 

It follows that just as surely as an enterprise 
stands out above its fellows it attracts. This is 
as true of cities as of individual industries. If 
Michigan avenue is far and away the most pleas- 
ing thoroughfare in Chicago it will be the most 
traveled. If Chicago is the most beautify! and 
pleasing city in America it will be the most visited. 
If it is the most visited it follows that it will have 
the greatest volume of trade. 

If we have a number of thoroughfares of the 
scope and magnificence of Michigan avenue we 
will have increased property values not only in 
those streets but in the streets adjacent. If 
we provide traffic trunk line streets we cannot 
avoid giving impetus to suburban trade and to

In the Rue St. Honore late the other night I saw 
a lonely unit of the American Overseas Theater 
league vainly seeking shelter from the rain and 
finding it not. There were twenty or more of them 
in the party, among whom I recognized Miss Mary 
Boland, Miss Sidney Shields, Miss Minnie Dupree, 
Albert Perry, James Forbes, and Percy Weadon, 
all in the gloomy regalia of the United States en- 
tertainment forces, but fairly cheerful eqnsioring 
their forlorn predicament.

When that force 
appeared they arrested the entire party, gendarmes 
included, and took them to headquarters. There 
it was learned that the accused person was an 
attaché of the Swiss legation, thitherto friendly 
to. the allies in all save dialect. 

The American players have their fun, too, on 
occasion in Paris. A prominent young comedian 
from the states went through the tearoom of the 
Hotel Meurice last night shouting “ Oof Oof” at 
the top of his voice and explaining that he was 
giving an Imitation of two French eggs. Capt 
Marshall Field was near by and engaged the merry 
actor’s gaze. “ Hello, captain,” he called, “ what 
floor are the doilies on?”

PHYSICAL INHERITANCES. 

HAVE heard it said of a certain fam- 

ily of five children that the oidest 

and youngest resemble the mother, 

the second and fourth resemble the 
father, and the third looks as if he was 
undecided which parent to resemble. 

In a family of many children it is prob- 
able that some will resemble one parent 
predominantly, some the other, while in 
;the third group the characteristics of 
each parent will be about evenly mixed— 
‘for the physical characteristics are in- 
herited. Children are tall because one 
or both parents are tall or some ancestor 
within two generations was either tall 
himself or carried the germ of tallness 
in his racial stock.

The censorship does not exercise harshness, but 
has demonstrated it can be firm when severity is 
needed. 

This was shown when publication of one paper 
was suspended for a day and it was compelled to 
publish a statement giving the cause of its non- 
appearance. 

This one lesson had a salutary effect, for no 
Similar offenses occurred. In this case the paper 
published an article saying the natives of India 
were in rebellion against Great Britain, a rumor 
without foundation. In one or two other instances 
the publishers were warned to be careful. One 
was the publication of a letter urging that the 
people of Alsace-Lorraine be permitted to determine 
their own fate. Complaints against the article re- 
ceived at headquarters were answered by showing 
that the French published the same article. 

But the papers now show a strong desire to keep 
out of the serious trouble they know lies ahead 
for an offender. A one, two. or several days’ sus- 
pension would follow a minor infraction of the 
rules, and complete suspension and arrest and 
prosecution for a serious offense. 


The censorship is simple. In various corps and | 
divisions local control is established, but at the 
Third army headquarters the censorship bureau | 
consists merely of one officer, Capt. O. H. Fern- | 
bach, and three enlisted men, operating under the 
directions of Col. Robert H. Williams, assi«‘ont 
chief of staff. 


Technically there is no censorship in the sense 
that articles must be submitted in advance. In-' 
stead six rules are laid down, prohibiting the publi- 
cation of news articles or editorials tending to in- 
flame the people against the armies of occupation, | 
criticizing adversely the United States or the allies, | 
commenting on the military government of the 
United States or the allies, or relating the regula- 
tions in the occupied territory outside the zone oc- 
cupied by the United States. 

That, briefly, is the language used, and the only 
other rule is one requiring all proclamations. no- 
tices of elections, and other gatherings be approved 
by the censor befare publication. Only rarely do 
the newspapers, in doubt about articles bordering 
on any of the forbidden topics, submit it to scru- 
tiny. Instead, the attitude seems to be to play en- 
tirely safe, and not even approach the danger line. 


The net effect is the papers, already reduced in 
size by the war, publish no news whatever con- 
cerning the armies of occupation and extreme!v 
little concerning any affairs of the United States 
or the allies. 

For example, the only dispatches printed con- 
cerning the peace conference are the brief official 
Statements, which are without comment. Broken 
telegraph connections, of course, are partly to 
blame, but it is believed the newspapers in this 
territory would not publish more than now. if they 
had all the news gathering facilities of an Amer. 
ican metropolitan daily.

Sterling, lll., Jan. 29.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—Your editorial entitled ‘“* West 
Point " says in substance: West Point is 
the school of a riilitary caste. It produces 
undemocratic soldiers; and, they. only 
subalterns. It should be discarded. 

Webster defines “caste” as “race” 
qr “ lineage.” America has no hereditary 
castes. Hence it would be impossible for 
West Point to be a school “ of a military 
caste.” 

The corps of cadets of the United States 
Military academy is augmented from all 
classes of American society. From time 
out of mind it has been the custom of 
congressmen to hold competitive exam- 
inations for candidates who wish to enter 
either of our national academies rather 
than to appoint outright the sons of their 
wealthy and influential constituents. 

And life at the academy does not breed 
snobbishness. There is no more demo- 
cratic school in the world; and the un- 
American idea that because a cadet's fa- 
ther owns a fe v railroads that he is bet- 
ter than the son of an Iowa farmer does 
not prevail at West Poigt. 

There is not much s a snobbish or 
milksoppy sound to such names as Grant, 
Lee, Sherman, Sheridan, Hood, Custer, 
and Pershing. 

The history of the great world war has 
not yet been written and the part played 
by West Point graduates is not yet gen- 
erally known; but, without them, the 
war would have unquestionably contin- 
ued for some considerable time after the 
break up of the enemy forces. 

The United States Military academy 
does produce’ subalterns. Our high 
schools do not graduate college presi- 
dents either. But that affords no reason 
why they should be abolighed. The world 
has seen only one Napoleon.

I could not have any self-respect, I 
could not consider myself a man if I 
Saw these ideals defeated when it lies 
in my power to defend them. 

“So I have no fears! I have no re- 
grets; I have only to thank God for 
such a wonderful opportunity to serve 
Him and the world. No, if I must 
make the supreme sacrifice I will do 
it gladly and I will do it honorably 
and bravely, as your son should, and 
the life that I lay down will be my 
preparation for the grander, finer life 
that I shall take up.

Last summer when gasoline was sell- 
ing at from 25 to 27 cents at garages 
the Sinclair one day posted a price of 
24 cents. A few days later the Stand- 
ard posted a price of 23 cents a gallon. 
The Sinclair promptly met it. The 
Texas company has no filling stations 
in Chicago. It has been selling through 
garages. 

The “tank wagon price” in Chi- 
cago is and has been 23 cents a gal- 
lon. This means that garages, whether 
they buy of Sinclair, Standard, or 
Texas, have to pay 23 cents. If they 
met the Standard and Sinclair prices 
—23 cents a gallon—they would have 
to sell at cost and also lose the shrink- 
age, and also inspection charges and 
cost of handling. 

The garage men declined to meet the 
cut. They continued to sell at from 
°5 to 27 cents a gallon. As a result 
the trade went to the Standard and 
Sinclair filling stations. 


Texas Cuts Price. 


Then the Texas company made a 
“quantity dump” price of 21 cents 
to any one who would buy 100 gallons 
or more. Texas signed up contracts 
with garages galore. Standard retal- 
fated by making a price of 21 cents for 
“quantity dump” of 100 gallons and 
20% cents for ‘quantity dump” of 
250 gallons or more. Anybody want- 
ing gasoline in quantity could get the 
price. 

The smaller independents found they 
couldn’t do business at all. 

The Riverside company closed up its 
filling stations in Chicago. 

The committee charged to Mr. Clyne 
yesterday that the fight had eliminated 
every one but the big three. 

“When we are wrecked,” they told 
the United States district attorney, 
“the big three will run the price back 
up to from 25 to 28 cents a gallon to 
the consumer.

Malnutrition breeds lack of appetite 
and this lack of appetite breeds aver- 
sion te any food, however good, which 
may be offered. 

This aversion, even in children of 
a tender age, aften becomes weary 
disgust at the sight of food. It is 
pitiful to watch and extremely difti- 
cult to deal wita. 

Malnutrition means juices impov- 
erished and organs debilitated by bad, 
unsuitable, or improperly prepared 
food, with the obvious consecuence 
(of a diminished and ultimately a 
|stroyed capacity for thg assimilat-on 
of any kind of feed. So obvious as tv 
,make details superfluous is the final 
jissue of the matter, which may be 
summed up in the cold, short 
D-e-a-t-h. 

Prebiem Breeds Others. 


Those statements define briefly, but 
accurately enough, what the social! set- 
tlement workers and day nursery peo- 
ple mean by the phrase “the vicious 
circle” which is frequently on their 
lips. 

It is a circle that starts with the 
problem of mainutrition and comes 
back to the problem of malnutrition, 
but all the way around it you encoun- 
ter subproblems and modifying clauses 
and interlacing circles. There is the 
problem of sleeplessness induced by 
mainutrition and the problem of mal- 
nutrition induced by too few hours of 
/sleep. There ig the problem of the 
child who, not being malnourished 
undernourished, also develops dis- 
orders which make the work of re 
Storing him te par by no means so 
simple as setting an ample plate of 
food before him and bidding him eat. 
| Bvils of Irregular Meals. 

This “ vicious circle” and its inter- 
lacings also comprises cases in which 
the child comes from a home where 
lack of routine and discipline cause 
irregular meal hours, with the conse 
quence that the child forms no ordered 
habits of eating and becomes a victim 
'of “piecing” and “snatching.” This

HE devil-down-head or topsy- 
turvy bird is a _ little fellow 
dressed in a coat of slate blue, a 
black cap, and a white vest. 
Sometimes he is called “sap sucker” 
because he loves to visit the “ sugar 
bush” when the sap is running and 
‘sample the sweet, but he must not be 
‘confused with the yellow bellied sap 
‘sucker who does his own sugaring. 
The book name of the topsy-turvy 
bird 4s white breasted-nuthatch. We 
have never heard where he got the 
name, but, like most every one, we Can 
offer a guess. Sometimes he will carry 
home a few beech nuts to crack at his 
leisure, and perhaps some early ob- 
server found these nuts in a nest and 
jokingly accused the bird of trying to 
hatch them—somewhat far fetched, we 


Generally the nuthatch confines his 
operations to the trunks of trees, ‘espe- 
cially old, shaggy ones whose bark of: 
fers a refuge for insects. He works in 
a way of his own, and instead of climb- 
ing up a tree and backing down, like a 
woodpecker, he turns around and de- 
scends head first, hence the popular 


name .
